"Public Service Motivation and Ethical Work Environment: Is this 
Relationship Mediated by Ethical Leadership?" by Diana Al-Fayez, Imane Hijal- 
Moghrabi, Youngseok Yoon, and Meghna Sabharwal 


This award recognizes the author of the best paper presented at the 2023 Riggs Symposium during SICA’s 
Annual Conference. The award was named after Professor Jean-Claude Garcia-Zamor, a long-time SICA 
member. We thank the committee members: Edgar Ramirez (chair), Jungwon Yeo, Manlio Castillo, and 
Ashley Margaret Gavin for their time and energy in making this selection. 


The committee decided that the award should be given to the paper titled "Public Service Motivation and 
Ethical Work Environment: Is this Relationship Mediated by Ethical Leadership?" by Diana Al-Fayez, 
Imane HijalMoghrabi, Youngseok Yoon, and Meghna Sabharwal. The committee considered that the 
manuscript has a relevant theoretical and empirical contributions to the literature on leadership, workplace, 
and public service motivation. Also, the committee agreed that the original data collection and analysis 
contribute substantially to our understanding of developing bureaucracies and democracies. Finally, the 
study indicates the beginning of an important and promising research agenda.

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11th Annual Fred Riggs Symposium: Robust and 
Responsive Government for Resilient Communities 


The Section on International and Comparative Administration (SICA) of the American Society for Public 
Administration (ASPA) will hold the 11th Annual Fred Riggs Symposium on Friday, April 12 during the 
2024 ASPA Annual Conference in Minneapolis, Minnesota. The title for the symposium is Robust and 
Responsive Government for Resilient Communities, which contributes to the ASPA Conference theme on 
building resilient communities. 


The coronavirus pandemic, climate disasters, social and economic injustice, xenophobia, and more have put 
a large strain on governments around the world in recent years. As practitioners and scholars in the public 
administration field, we play a key role in mitigating the impacts of these disasters and in promoting 
resilience in our local communities and beyond. Without this resiliency, governments are unable to function 
at their optimal level. Resilience can be achieved in many ways, including a rapid response time; a robust 
plan for before, during, and after disasters; strong partnerships with other individuals and organizations 
within the community and beyond; access to new technology and innovation; and more. In addition, the 
public administration field must continually adapt to innovations to maintain its resiliency. 


The SICA Riggs Symposium will focus on how governments worldwide can promote resiliency, 
responsiveness, and robustness in the local context. It will also examine how public administrators can 
respond to global disasters highlighting the relevance of a global and comparative approach to pedagogy and 
research in public administration. Students who are introduced to a comparative and international 
resiliency-building framework can better understand and implement resiliency strategies into management 
practices. Such training can enable them to better support their communities in times of trouble and 
develop their innovative strategies. 


The symposium will consist of 7 panel sessions with presentations representing every world region: 
¢ Session 1: Community resilience in challenging times 

¢ Session 2: Public personnel and performance management 

¢ Session 3: Crisis management for disaster resilience

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Interview Series: Geert Bouckaert 


How did you first get involved with SICA, and what do you like most 
about this community? 
My first experience with the USA was in the context of my PhD research. I 
studied for one year at the Rockefeller Institute at SUNY Albany in 1987-88. It 
was the start of my American network which expanded over the years, and 
which was linked to colleagues who were interested in looking at other parts of 
the world. 
My second experience with US scholars was when I started the TransAtlantic 
Dialogues (TAD) in 2005. As President of the European Group for Public 
Administration (EGPA) I contacted my counterpart, the President of ASPA 
who delegated this to Professor Marc Holzer. We both were convinced that this 
dialogue between European and American scholars was necessary to learn from 
Geert Bouckaert, PhD one another. By changing topics and by alternating locations, we got ownership 
UR Ee DH iemteneite «of these dialogues on both sides of the Atlantic. Whereas the first and second 
Tnstivuce TAD were at KU Leuven, my university, on performance and on ethics (with 
professor Norma Riccucci), 


TAD3 was at the university of Delaware with professor Maria Aristigueta on leading the future. 

My involvement at ASPA obviously and automatically was leading me to SICA as the section which was focusing on 
international and comparative administration, beyond Europe and also focusing on development. This is my 
intellectual habitat, so SICA is an obvious environment for me. 


What do you think are the next steps in advancing this research agenda globally? 

A focus on the Sustainable Development Goals, the 17 SDGs, is crucial for public administration and for public 
sector reforms globally. Whereas the Millennium Development Goals were focusing on developing countries, the 
SDGs are endorsed by all countries, at least officially. This allows us to compare strategies to reach or to get closer 
to reaching these SDGs. There are three horizontal SDGs, SDG11 on local communities, SDG16 on strong 
institutions, peace and justice, and SDG17 on partnerships to support the fourteen vertical SDGs on People, 
Planet, and Prosperity. From a content point of view we should advance our research agenda by looking at what 
works and what does not work under which conditions, and share these practices. 

What is also crucial is to make sure we have evidence based scientific impact on our public sectors. We should 
advance our shared research agenda by teaching and training for agents in society, public and private, for profit and 
not-for-profit agents. This implies that we should make sure we keep our bridge to practice. To stay relevant as 
researchers we need to imply ‘pracademics’ who are on the bridges between practice and academia. We should 
learn how that works in an effective way. 

A third crucial point is to look at the future of the public sector in society. We are running to much behind the 
facts and events. We should push our research agenda to anticipate future events. Within the US you have the 
famous Minnowbrook conferences, every twenty years since 1968. I was able to start a comparable initiative in the 
context of my Anneliese Maier Award from the Alexander-von-Humboldt-Foundation with Professor Werner Jann 
from the University of Potsdam. 
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Interview Series: Geert Bouckaert (cont.) 


We had our first European version of Minnowbrook, which we labeled EPPA (European Perspectives for Public 
Administration) in 2018, and which perfectly alternates with the Minnowbrook calender (1968-1988-2008-2028- 
2048 etc.) since EPPA is supposed to be in 2018-2038-2058 etc. As a next important step Minnowbrook and EPPA 
should interact to learn how we can and should prepare for the future of our societies as an academic community 
for public administration. Public Administration should be much more ahead of events. 


What influence do you think the current global crises regarding migration, climate change, and the Covid 
pandemic might have on the trajectories of retorm of public administration systems? 

It is clear that we are changing paradigms in running the public sector. The ‘old’ model is that we have standard 
operating procedures, then a disruption by a crisis which we try to solve or handle, and then we move back to as 
normal as possible, and then back to a new crisis, etc. The new paradigm will be that we have to combine standard 
service delivery with chronical crises governance (plural), it means we need to simultaneously combine and 
coordinate inclusive service delivery and effective crises governance. This will require innovation, social and digital 
networks will be part of this, but the good old hierarchies will also be crucial to ensure the rule of law, democracy, 
and the proper use of regulated markets and regulated networks. 

We need to develop models beyond New Public Management and New Public Governance. Even when markets and 
networks are necessary, they are absolutely insufficient. It is my academic conviction that the Neo-Weberian State, 
which is based on a renewed vision of ‘hierarchy’ which is democratic, participatory and collaborative, framed by the 
rule-of-law, and which can use regulated markets and regulated networks, certainly regulated digital networks, is able 
to combine inclusive service delivery and crises governance. This cannot be ensured by NPM with only its markets, 
nor by NPG with only its networks. 


What advice would you like to share with SICA members in terms of advancing global perspectives on 
public administration? 

Disseminating research, having mixed audiences for learning and teaching, and sharing good practices to better 
understand what works and what doesn’t work and why is essential for advancing global perspectives on public 
administration. 

I have the privilege to be president of KU Leuven University Press and what I learned is the importance of free open 
access of publications, articles and books. Most of our research is financed by public money and the results should 
be available for all and for free. Especially for continents such as Africa, it is almost impossible to make books and 
journals available and accessible. I could make some publications available for free, one of these is a book on 
Ethiopian cases, written by Ethiopians for Ethiopian teaching based on their research, and it is just unimaginable 
how many downloads we had globally but also from Ethiopia. This would never be possible with a physical 
distribution, nor with digital access which needs to be paid. 

Next to ‘access’ to all publications, for all, and for free, we need to encourage respect for cultural differences. Blind 
copy pasting ‘solutions’ never works. Global perspectives on public administration require taking cultural 
differentiation into account, which includes languages, religions, ethnicities, legal frameworks and traditions. Global 
perspectives refer to addressing global and shared problems with contingent solutions which we should compare 
and study to be inspired by what works where and why. This is essential for the SICA agenda for the future.

The forces of globalization have led to a renewed focus on sub-national, national, and supranational 
administrative systems. The public issues being faced today are increasingly global in nature and include 
chronic hunger, poverty, climate change, human rights, immigration, and related issues. It is important 
that public administrators and policymakers develop international, comparative, and development 
perspectives as they address each issue. Such understandings will enable global actors to develop solutions 
that are feasible and sustainable, leading to increased cooperation. The Section on International and 
Comparative Administration (SICA), established by ASPA in 1973, reinforces this perspective into public 
administration practice and academic endeavors. SICA develops a community of scholars and 
practitioners dedicated to research on transnational, international, comparative, development, public 
administration, and public policy topics. 


The Occasional Paper Series provides a peer-reviewed forum for SICA and non-SICA members, including 
academicians, practitioners, students, and researchers in academic and practitioner contexts, to reflect 
upon the challenges faced by countries around the globe. 


Occasional Paper Series submissions will follow one of the two models below: 


Policy Briefs are expected to reflect a transnational, comparative, and/or development focus and a sound 
theoretical and methodological approach. Ideally, the manuscript is used to share the policy reforms, 
success factors and challenges, and universal lessons that could be applied in global settings. The word 
limit for policy briefs is 2,000 words, including references. 


Research papers are expected to include literature reviews and/or conceptual or methodological pieces 
on public administration or public policy subjects of interest to SICA and its members. We accept 
research papers applying diverse methodological approaches and research designs, including, but not 
limited to descriptive studies, literature reviews, case studies, and others. The word limit for research 
papers is 4,000 words. 


Submission Guidelines: We publish manuscripts between 2,000 and 4,000 words, including references. 
Please use APA formatting and submit it as a Word document. Graphs should be submitted as images, 
and tables using Microsoft Word will be accepted as embedded in the word text. For online reading, we 
encourage authors to adopt a reader-friendly style by avoiding lengthy paragraphs, using subheadings to 
break up otherwise dense blocks of text, and including bullet points for lists and key points. This call is 
ongoing, and manuscripts will be reviewed on a rolling basis. 


Peer-reviewed process: We follow a double-blind peer-reviewed process. We expect the first post-review 
decision to be between 30 and 60 days. 


The Occasional Paper Series is open-access and will be available via the SICA website and its social media 
accounts.
